Loge Harris, the New Solicitor, 
Administers the Law to Suit 


His Own Purposes. 


HE SUPPRESSES INDICT-

eyes of the people, the official acts of 
one of the public officers of the judi- 
cial brangh of our State oe" 
which as the uel will show, is in 
not only diseretitable to him, but a 
damning disgrace upon the party 
that placed him in power. 

At the late session of the Superior 
Court for Wake county, on the first 
day of the term, J. C. L. Harris, the 
newly elected Solicitor for this, the 
Sixth Judicial, comes in to Court, 
and (copying from the NEws report of 
the proceedings at the time, which is 
a record of the Court) ‘‘having made 
known tothe Court the factof the 
escape from the jaila my” (Lee 
Dunlap) for which a bill is to be sent 
tothe Grand Jury, and an account 
of his relationship to the former 
Sheriff, at his uest, Was excused 
from said prosecution,and asked that 
Geo. V. Strong and Thos. R. Purnell, 
attorneys practicing in this Court, be 
appointed to prepare bills for the 
Grand Jury, and _ prosecute the 
same.”’ 

The appointment was made and 
Mr. Harriss was releived. 

The bills were drawn up by Mr. 
Strong and Mr. Argo, Mr. Purnell 
having been excused on the grounds 
that he was the retained counsel of 
Mr, Doyle, the jailor, who it was 
necessary to make a party defendant, 
and Mr. Argo substitu for him. 

On Monday of the second week of 
the term presentments were made 
against Sheriff Lee for bribery and 
embezzlement, and Capt. Ashe ap- 
pointed to draw the bills. 

Four bills of indictment were i: 
pared and the witnesses were duly 
summoned. Harriss then took the 
bills to sign, as Solicitor, which was 
not required (as we are told by seve- 
ral prominent lawyers). He kept 
the bills in his possession until Cap- 
tain Ashe insisted that they should 
be returned to him in order to have 
the witnesses sworn and sent before 
the grand jury. Whereupon Harriss 
comes into court and POSITIVELY 
DECLINED TO PERMIT THE BILLS TO 
GO BEFORE THE GRAND JURY, IN- 
NG UPON RIGHT As SOLIC- 

TO THE WHOLE MAT 
TER, AND STATING THAT HE DID NOT 
INTEND THAT THE BILLS SHOULD 
GO BEFORE THE GRAND JURY. 

After this the grand jury came into 
court and asked instructions from 
the court about the matter, stating 
their desire and willingness to dis- 
charge their full duty in bringing to 
ae officers charged with 

ribery and embezzlement. Where- 
upon Judge Henry informed the 
grand jury that when they had 
made the presentment their duty 
was done. That the matter was then 
in the hands of the Solicitor, and 
that Solicitor Harriss had declined 
to let the bills be sent to the grand 
jury, and that he was powerless to 
control the action of the Solicitor in 
the matter. 

If such conduct on the part of So- 
licitor Harriss, who bas plainly vio- 
lated the law is not at once looked 
into by those whose sworn duty it is 
to protect and maintain the laws, 
then it must be acknowledged that 
our State government is ‘* one sided”’ 
and our only remedy is to appeal to 
the Legislature who have the power 
to impeach. 

The duty of Governor Brogden in 
the premises is prefectly plain and 
we do not think that he will hesitate 
to act, and act promptly. 

Chapter 32, section 135, Battle’3 Re- 
visal reads: (the italics are ours.) 

2135. Any District Solieitor who 
shall fail faithfully to prosecute the 
violation in their jurisdiction, of any 
provision of this chapter in relation 
to bribery which may come. to his 
knowledge, shall be removed from 
office by the Governor after due no- 
tice and an opportunity to be heard 
in his defence, The expenses which 
shall be incurred by any county in 
investigating and prosecuting any 
charge of bribery ov attempt to bribe 
any State officer or member of the 
General Assembly within said coun- 
ty, and of receiving bribes by any 
State officer or member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in said county, shall 
be a charge against the State, and the 
properly uttested claim of the county 
Commissioners shall be paid by the 
Treasurer of the State. 

This is the statute law of the State, 
and we can see no “gap’”’ by which 
the Governor can escape. We do 
not mean even to insinuate that his 
Excellenev is even disposed to exer- 
cise any clemency towards Mr. Har- 
ris simply because he is a Republi- 
ean, but from his honest and impar- 
tial administration so far, we are led 
to believe that he is determined to 
administer the laws promptly and 
impartially. 

n the event of the Governor’s 
refusal to act, the people have re- 
course to the Legislature where arti- 
cles of im hment can be drawn up 
and a fu of we 
charge to bean outrage upon the peo- 
ple of Wake county, can be had. 

In the name of the people we <e- 
mand summary action, in this mat- 
ter. Offended justice demands speedy 
retribution, and we, the people claim 
the right of ‘“‘speaking out in meet- 
ing’ when such flagrant outrages are 
attempted o.: our rights and liLerties.

Pearce, who at great trouble and ex- 
pense, has brought prominently be- 
fore the whole country the great 
value of our lands that can produce 
cotton equal to that on exhibition by 
Mr. Pearce, that is, if they use the 
same care, plant good seed, &c.

The Union League. 

The National Executive Commit- 
tee of the Union League held an 
“important meeting’ in Baltimore 
on Tuesday last, at which it was de- 
termined to effect a thorough re-or-' 
ganization of the League at the ear- 
liest practicable day. 

We sincerely regret to read this 
announcement. We had hoped that 
this organization, which has been so 
fruitful in harm and suffering in the 
South, had passed away to be heard 
of no more forever. The negroes, 
ignorant and eredulous, secretive 
and thoroughly social, fond of 
pomp and ceremonial, were induced 
by the traders in polities, who had un- 
fortunately secured their confidence, 
to become members of the order. 
Once there, by means of solemn oaths 
and threatened penalties,they became 
the ready tool of the despicable car- 
pet-bagger and was led to the com- 
mission of crimes of the most violent 
and revolting character, 

The whites, alarmed by the knowl- 
edge of the existence of this secret, 
oath-bound society in their midst, as 
well as by the details of crimes com- 
mitted, cither by its orders or with 
its sanction, sought safety for 
their property and families in the 
organization of other societies, and 
in this way, we imagine, the several 
organizations, throughout the South, 
known under the generic name of 
ku klux, had their origin. Happily 
for our people, about three years ago, 
these societies fell into disrepute and 
were disbanded. The race prejudices, 
of which they were the fruitful pa- 
rents, began to die out and kindly 
feelings were in a great measure re- 
established. This condition of af- 
fairs has continued, at least in a large 
number of the Southern States, up 
to the present time and an increase 
of prosperity has been the happy re- 
sult of it. 


For these reasons, fearing that a 
revival of the League may lead to 
difficulty, we regret to learn that its 
authorities have determined once 
again to put its machinery in motion 
by which to control the negro vote 
in all succeedin< eleetions. The pur- 
vse Of the Inovement is apparent. 
‘he Republican party is reeiing to 
its downfall, and its managers, in 
their desperation, are resorting to 
this method of unification of” the 
negro vore, in order to control it in 
the Presidential campaign of 1876. 
‘* Desperate diseases require desper- 
ate remedies ’’ we are told. Verily 
the party must be sick, almost unto 
death, when a movement so fraught | 
with danger is adopted to secure a 
party triuwph.

WILMINGTON, N. C., Oct. 22, 1874. 
Messrs. Engelhard & Saunders: 

GENTLEME N—The undersigned 
having received letters from you ask- 
ing their views upon the Convention 
now under discussion, have conferred 
together, and concurring in their 
opinions submit the following joint 
reply: 

You ask us, in brief, to respond to 
the following enquiries: 

‘Ist. Do you think the best inter- 
ests of the people of North Carolina 
require their Constitution, the ‘“Can- 
by Constitution " soealled, to be ma- 
terially and speedily amended ? 

2d. ir in your opinion, material 
changes in the constitution ought to 
be speedily made, which mode of 
making those changes, do you think 
the best interests of the people of 
North Carolina demand should be 
adopted, that by Legislative enact- 
ment or that by Convention ? 

3d. The Conservative Democratic 
party having an undoubted two- 
thirds vote in each House of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, what do you think is 
the duty of that party in reference to 
the calling of a Convention by the 
Legislature at its approaching session 
for the purpose of amending the con- 
stitution ?”’ 

In reply to the first question, we 
beg leave to say, that we are decided- 
ly of opinion that the Constitution 
of the State needs to be changed in 
very many respects,and that too 
right speedily. Indeed, the daily 
experience of six years, in cur Leg- 
islative Halls, in the Courts of Jus- 
tice and in every walk in life shows 
that itisan insuperable obstacle to 
good government. 

This ‘*Canby”’ Constitution was 
literally conceived in sin and born 
in iniquity and it must ever bea 
symbol of wrong and oppression. 
We could submit to the outrage, 
however, perpetrated upon us in its 
“‘adoption,’’ so-called, if it was not 
the fruitful source of so many evils 
that time would almost fail us to re- 
fer to in detail. This, however, is 
not necessary, for they are well 
known of all men. Suffice it to say 
then, that in almost every one of the 
many instances where the ‘* Canby”’ 
Constitution varies from the old 
Constitution of our fathers the dit- 
ference has been productive of un- 
mixed evil. In our opihion the 
sooner we return to that old Conati- 
tution the better it wil! be for thie 
people of North Carolina, observing, 
of course, the changes rendered be- 
Cc by the war and its results, 
And we deem it proper to say here, 
in order to prevent any possible mis- 
understanding, that we believe no 
one contemplates, as no ought to 
contemplate, any change in regard 
to the Homestead Exemption, save 
such as will enlarge and render more 
secure that wise and beneficent pro- 
vision. We deem it proper to say 
also that we Lelieve no one contem- 
plates, as no one ought to contem- 
plate, any change in the Constitution 
tending to impair the rights of the 
colored people. 

In reply to your second interroga- 
tory we beg leave to say that we are 
decidedly of opinion that the mode of 
amending the Constitution by means 
of a Convention called by a vote of 
two-thirds of each House of the Le- 
gislature is vast!y preferable to that 
by Legislative enactment, being the 
cheaper and more speedy, if not the 
only practicable mode of accom plish- 
ing the desired changes. The Consti- 
tution is so full of mischief in so many 
particulars, in what it says and in 
what it does not say, that it will be 
nearly if not quite impossible to make 
it conform to our wishes and to our 
wants without rewriting the whole 
instrument, and this it will be mani- 
festly impraticable to do unless it be 
done in Convention. The mode of 
amendment by Jegislative enactment 
is adequate only when one or two 
specific amendments are desired, but 
is unsuited to the condition in which 
we find ourselves, for the reason that 
every one of the many{changes, even 
the minutest and most trivial altera- 
tion, would have to be the subject 
matter of a separate bill before two 
successive Legislatures, if we would 
avoid the doubt now hanging over 
the amendments recently supposed 
to have been adopted. And this be- 
ing so, we would be obliged to con- 
tent ourselves with ouly a very few 
changes so necessary to be made or 
the Legislature would be compelled 
to enter upon an endless and interm- 
inable field of legislation. 

But there is another objection to 
the mode of amendment by leg- 
islative enactment that is insupera- 
ble, to wit: the uncertainty that the 
Conservative party will have a three- 
fifths vote in each House of the 
General Assembly in 1876. Unless 
that party shall hove such a vote in 
each House in the Legislature in 1876, 
it will be utterly powerless to amend 
the Constitution. When, in the his- 
tory of the State, has any party held 
one Legislature by a two-thiids vote, 
and its successor by a three-fifti 
vote? Itissurely neither wise nor 
prudent to exchange the certain 

resent for the uncertain future. It 
sourdeliberate opinion then, that 
if the Conservative party would 
change the Constitution it nust do it 
now or never. 

In addition to this, the cost of 
making the changes would be great- 
Jy less by Convention than by the 


legislative mode. The Convention 


consisting of only one House and 


hat not larger than the lower branch 
of the General Assembly, would 
necessarily consume much less time 
in remodeling the Constitution and 
wouid do it at much less cost. The 
Convention would do its work, and 
well and thoroughly, at a cost of less 
than $30,000 as wi hapoers from a 
simple calculation. By legislative 
enactment not half the work nor 
half so well done would cost more 
than twice that amount at least. And 
there is another serious objection to 
proceeding by legislative enactment 
growing out of the rules of parlia- 
mentary law that govern all legisla- 
tive bodies. As has been said, and 
for the reason assigned,every 
alteration in the Constitution no 
matter how trivial, must be the sub- 
ject of a separate bill before two suc- 
cessive Legislatures. They can not 
be all put in the one bill, so that the 
effect of each alteration, individual- 
ly, and of all the alterations collec- 
tively, can be seen at a glance. It is 
a well known rule of parliamentar 
law that there can be but one bill 
under consideration by the House 
atatime. There may be as many as 
a hundred bills upon the calendar, 
each containing a separate alteration 
but each bill must be considered an 
perfected by itself and without re- 
ard to the other ninety-nine. This 
ing so, does net every one familiar 
with legislative proceedings and par- 
liamentary law, see at a glance how 
fruitless will ve the attempt to render 
consistent and harmonious a constl- 
tution that requires to be changed in 
so many particulars as does ours? 
The hundredth bill or an amendment 
to the hundredth Will may sibly 
render the other ninety-nine changes 
impossible, or at best inharmonious 
and jneonsistent, To perfect the 
constitution and to render all the 
parts harmonious and consistent with 
each other and with the whole, the 
body attempting the task must have 
its parts under its entire control 
untjl the very last moment. This is 
absolutely essential, and this by legis- 


lative enactment is im pos- 
sible. By Convention only is it pos- 
sible. 


By the Convention mode searcely 
six months will be needed for the 
amended constitution to be put into 
operation. By the legislative mode 
four years must elapse before a Legis- 
lature can meet in reguiar session 
under the amended Constitution to 
give relief to the people. 

We are of opinion, therefore, that 
the mode amending the Constitution 
by Convention is the only one thas 
will meet the demands of our peo- 

ile. 

; In reply to your third interogatory 
we beg leaveto say that we think it 
isthe plain duty of the Conservative 
party to require its members in the 
Legislature to take promptaction in 
calling a Convention. Materia! 
changes in the Constitution ought to 
be made and tobe made speedily. 
The Convention etfers the cheapest, 
surest and speediest way to make 
these changes. 

Believing then, as we do, thatitisa 
sacred duty the Conservative party 
owes to itself and the people to offer 
them the speediest, cheapest, and 
rmaost practicable mode of getting re- 
lief from the raany and grevious 
dens growing outof the Constitution, 
we Can conceive of no sufficient rea- 
son why that party should not require 
its members inthe Legislature to 
take steps at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, to calla Convention. No mere 
suggestion of “expediency” ean jus- 
tify us in failing to perform our plain 
duty. Norcanany party long live 
in the affections of the people that 
dares pot doright. If the Conservae

Washington City 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—An Infor- 
mal meeting of the Cabinet was held 
between 11 and 12 o'clock to-day. 
All the members were present eX- 
cepting Belknap and Delano. Secre- 
tary Bristow and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Jewell had a consultation with 
the President concerning Federa 
officers in Texas, and read to him the 
reports which are considered confi- 
dential, in relation to them, made by 
special agents. The only Postmas- 
ters to be changed are those at Gal- 
veston and Houston. The President 
has already, through the Postmaster 
General, requested them to resign, 
but they have as yet made no re 
sponse to the Postmaster General. 
He ean see no good reason for mak- 
ing other postoflice changes in Texas, 
though politicians there are urging 
removals that the vacancies may be 
supplied by persons whose chief re- 
commendation is their, greater activ- 
ity in polities. 

The  Postmaeter desires to retain 
those postmasters against whom no 
charges can be sustained of moral 
and business unfitness. Secretary 
Bristow is convinced that the charg- 
es ought to be made among certain 
Treasury officers in Texas, and this 
will be done at an early day, but with 
circumspection. Business in some of 
cases has been Icosely transacted, to 
the loss of the customs and internal 
revenue, and hence the necessity for 
prompt action. Attorney General 
Williams also presented matters con- 
cerning affairs in the South, and 
other members of the Cabfhet laid 
before the President subjects requir- 
ing his consideration. 

The Radical Organ of New York on 
the Alabama Uutrages, 

New York, October 24.—A letter 
froma correspondent of the Zimes 
in Alabama, who is vouched for by 
that paper asa staunch Republican, 
says has ridden fer miles along 
unfrequented roads, visited all the 
large cities and not only failed to dis- 
cover any trace of a reign of terror, 
but found the negroes quietly at work. 

The 7imes in alluding editorially 
tothe letter, says: ‘‘ He finds no 
reign of terror in Alabama, no war 
of races and no pretence that the re- 
cent crime in that State have been 
instigated by political motives. He 
found the alleged murderers of Mr. 
Billings to be men unlike the blood- 
thirsty ruffians they had been paint- 
ed, and he thinks that the so-called 
evidence against them is ridiculous. 


Resolutions of the Irish Catholic 
Union. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 24.—Among the 
resolutions of the Irish Catholic 
Benevolent Union is this: That it is 
not advisable now to encourage the 
Irish immigration Jto this country. 
That as an Irish Catholic Benevolent 
Union has been placed under the 
patronage ef the blessed Virgin Mary, 
and under the title of the Immacu- 
late Conception or the 8th of Decem- 
ber be, and is hereby recognized, as 
the National Holiday of the Union. 
Adjourned to meet in Rochester.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct 24.—It is sta- 
ted that Cosgrove, the editor of the 
Natchitoches Vindicator was under 
Federal auspices and hundred of 
others were threatened.
